The prisoners were conveyed through the 
covered iron way which leads from the court 
room to the jail, and were at once placed in 
the “cage,”’ a small com —— near the 

eavily barred 
and very completely covered with thick wire 
netting. were joined there shortly by 
their attorneys, who extended to them what 
encouragement wasin their power of the re- 
lief of avappeal, Spies had divested himself 
of bis coat and seemed to be the most thor. 
ougbly compesed of the tight. He declined 
\o converse with anyone but his attorneys, 
but it is stated that he had a premonition tnat 
his fate was sealed. Engel, who has main- 
tairela very quiet air througbout te trial 
appeared to be the most thoroughly. depres sed 
ope of the lot. He sat ona bench with his 
hacds ec enched in frout of him, looking at the 
floor. tie did not even look up to respand to 
a remark from one of his companions, 
Lingg, the young bomb maker, walked 
cout the cage somewhat nervously and would 
not respond to a salutation by a newspaper 
representative. He had lost his smile, and 
he displayed the effect ofshe excitement of the 
mornin the complete loss of color, Par- 
sons, who had given himself up for trial, look- 
ed disconcerted and broken down, but joined 
at intervals in questions directed at the attor- 
neys. Fischer, who had looked very badly 
duiing the trial, having an almost absolately 
colorless face, Bad, in a measure, recovered 
himself, and emoked a cigar as be listened to 
an interchange of views be- 
tween counsel and § sies. Fielden, 
the Englishman; sat onabox at the side of 
Evge! and offered very little comment daring 
the talk. Schwab stood near Spies taking in 
the conyersation but offered no remark. 
Neebe, who was given fifteen years in the 
penitentiary, was thoroughly composed and 
eppeared as though he was gratefal that he 
had escaped the death penalty. None of the 
friends or relatives of the prisoners had ap- 
peared at the jail up to the noon hour. 

PLACED IN MURDERER’S ROW. 

After the attorneys had departed, the pris- 
oners. were taken from their former cells and 
placed in cells on what is known as ‘“murder- 
ers’ row,” 

The jury, after haviog received their pay, 
were driven away in carriages to escape the 
lingering crowds outside the jail. Mr. Seig- 
ler, of counsel for the defense, said that he 
believed the verdict was ‘‘against anarchy and 
rot the anarchists on trial.’ He thonght the 
verdict was a great surprise to State’s Attorney 
Grirnell himself. People stood in groups on 
all the streets leading to the courtrooms, and 
eagerly purchased various editions of papers 
which fullowed each other rapidly. 

Duting the reading of the verdict the pri- 
£0ucrs were completely hidden from the view 
ef every onein the court room, a cordon of 
police completely surrounding them, and 
whatever immediate tffect the reading of the 
verdict bad upon them could not be discerned. 
The pre cavtions of the police were apparently 
directed so as to guard against any demonstra- 
tion by the prisoners or their friends of any 
character whatever. 

The motion for new trial, it is expected, 
will be heard early next month. If it is over- 
ruled, Judge Gary will pronounce seutence 
and fix the datefor the carrying out of the 
death penalty. The case will then go tothe 
supreme court for review. 

It 1 the generabby 6xptessed view of lawyéts 
that the supreme court wiil not interfere if 
Judge Gary refases a new trial, asthe court, 
it is contended, ruled with great liberality to- 
wa: ds the defendants’ counsel, and read to the 
jury bearly every instruction asked for on be: 
iali of tLe defendanis. 

WHAT A JURYMAN SAYS. 

‘We had our verdict made up before seven 
«clock last night,” said C. B. Tool, who was 
cone of the first jurors accepted. “I don’t taink 
]l ought totell you why we did not roasha 
conclusion soouer,for we resolved not to mike 
public our deliberations.” 

“What speech had the greatest weight with 
the jury?” 

“Gripueli’s. Itwasnot am ornate Sneech, 
but itshowed the honesty of the man—showed 
bow earnest he was. He made everything so 
plain that we fell into his 
Wey of looking at the case 


} but in doing that we were only obeying our 


judgment. I think that at conclusion of evi- 
dence, and without any speseh at all, we would 
bave arrivea at the same conclusion.” 

THE EXCITEMENT ON THE STREETS. 

The excitement of the crowd in front of the 
ccturtbouse was something intense while the 
viidict was being awaited. There was none 
of the joking and laughing that is heard on 
any other occasion that brings the mob to a 
stand without those dreary walls—the exect- 
tin of a convicted criminal. Each 
man ecemed to be holding his 
breath. Such conversations as were 
held were in a low tone and related 
sulely to one tepic, probably the conviction of 
the eight prisoners who were waiting for the 
hour which was to mean life or death to them. 
There was a cordon of police stretched along 
the sidewalk in front of the outer stairs of the 
building. A dozen bloe coats mingled with 
the crowds, and more stood guard over the 
litle gate inthe alley that leadstothe jail 
serd. Detectives and policemen in citizens’ 
clothes were everywhere to be seen. There 

was also a regn’ar guard at the street en: 
trance of the building, acd a deputy sheriff 
end two officers were stationed on the iron 
stairway leading to the ¢ urtroom. 
AS NOUNCING THE RESULT TO THE PEOPLE. 

A young nian, hatiess and with his ciat bat- 
toned up tight arcuud him, stood at the door 
«fthe court. Ho had no sooner heard the 
veidict than he hurled himst!f down the 
clanging iron stairs, and rushing upto one of 
the « flicers at the door, breathlessly yelle: 

‘They hurg seven.” 

Thote in the front ranks of the crowd 
heard the words, and they gave a cheer, and 
the rest Of the waiters took up the hurrah 
when the news was communicated to them, 
and repeated it many times over. It sounded 
like aknelltothe prisoners, but it was an 
aseurance to the tired jurors of what they 
must have almost known all along—that the 
interest of Chicago in the trial had not abated 
since the morning of May 5. 

At2o’clock this afternoon a large force of 
police was gathered at Chicago aveuue police 
stetion, under command of Captain Schook, 
aud a little later Chief Eberaold ar:ived. I¢ 
is a cusrent:umor around town that the police 
bave a jist containing the names of neariy 300 
percous who were engaged in the anarchist 
covepiracy, and that wholesale arre:ts will 
henceforth be the order. 

THE ARBEITUR ZEITUNG ON THE VERDICT. 

The Arbeiter-Zeitung says of the verdict 
io the aparchiast case: : 

The rews which is conveved ja the above head 
lines was communicated by Mr. Osborn, foreman 
ot the jury, to Judge Gerry, 

“Spottere,”’ which mingled among the crowd, 
in the street, broke into a hurrah when the an- 
noupcement wes made, but the judge became 
quite ya'e. Not even he himself had expectel it. 
Mr. Grinnell awaited it openly—presumably he 
ned bis reasons for so doing. Marsnal Field and 
men of his stri have much—unlimited moaey. 
What do people say to verdict? It considers it 
impcrsible, We also conid not beilteve the first 
gews till it was coufirmed later, 

Captein Black atonce moved for a new trial. 
Mr. Grinnell did not object, and Jadge Gary 
will bear the motion at the beplember term. 
&hould he refuse it, then there remains nothing 
bot eppeal.

THE IRISH IN CHICAGO. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC MBETING ON 


THE LAKE FRONT. 


Twelve Thousand Persons Assemble and Listen 
te Addresses by Prominent Delegates to the 
Convention — Presentation to Patrick 
BPgan—Samuel J. Randall Speaks. 


Cuicaco, August 20.—There was “nother 
great outpouring of Irish-Americans at the 


spacious artillery ee ee lake front, * 
this evening to hear by Michsel ; 


Davitt and the Irish parliamentry delega‘es, 
An admission fee was charged, the money to 
be applied to the parliamentary fand. There 
were between 10,000 and 12.000 persons present, 
with a waiting crowd outside. The appearance 
of Michae) Davitt and otber Irish notables was 
the si for uproarous cheering. Alexander 
Sulliva ed. Before the proceedings be- 
gan Patrick Egan was presented with a service 
of plate, wrought by Irish hands and in Ire- 
land, A letter accompanying the present, 
which was read from the platform, was signed 
by Messrs. Parnell, Justin McCarthy, Biggar. 
John Dillon, Charles Dawson, lord mayor of 
Dublin, Michael Davitt, William O'Brien, 
Thomas Sexton and about two hundred and 
fifty other leading Irishmen. 

Mr. Egan’s reply was alo read. 

When Mrs. Parnell arrived the great audi- 
ence greeted her with contianous cheering. 
The arrival of Governor Oglesby aad Hoa. 
Semuel J. Randall was recoguized in a similar 
manter. Mr. Sullivan opened the meeting 
and introduced Governor Oglesby, who was 
enthusiastically received. He tendered the 
representatives of the Irish parliament a hos: 

itable and cordial welcome to the state of 

lhinois and the city of Caicago, and wished 
them to bear back to England the testimony 
of indorsement the Irish cause received in this 
country, without political distinction. [Ap- 
planse.} The governor biiefly reviewed the 
movement for Irish self-government, aud pre- 
dicted its complete success 

Mr. Sallivan tben said that for the purpose 
ot showing to their brothers that their wel- 
come was @ national one, they had invited the 
Hon. Samuel J. Randal!. Mr. Sallivao spoke 
highly of Mr. Randall and bis services, both te 
this country and to Ireland. 

Mr. Randall was greeted with 
dous applause. He said if he 
consulted his own desires he 
would remein silent after*his long journoy, 
but he feared that if he did so he would be 
charged with possessing iess ardor in the 
cause of Ireland than he possessed when in 
his official capacity as speaker of the house of 
representatives, it was his duty to receive 
Charles Stewart Parnell. [Applause.] Mr, 
Randall sketched, at some length, the 
bistory of Irish uses and assured 
Irishmen _ that their [struggles 
for freedom were fally appreciated 
within your counciis, [Terrific applause. |

they Bhould assemble together aud present 
the force of moral effort aud the cause would 
never go down, The audience was urged to 
send back the Jeish representatives to that 
grand old man to assure him that the sympa- 
thies ef the American people were witn him.

The reading of Mr. Parnell’s telegram to 
Mr. Fitzgeraid, evoked tremendous cheeriaog. 

William O’Brien, M. P., was one of the 
speakeas. He said Mr. Parneli’s last worl to 
him was tothank the American people for 
thet wonderful outpouring of American Opin- 
ion and sympathy which gave cheer to the old 
heart of Mr, Giadstone in his great effort to 
burst through the prejudices and barriers of 
sages. That great majestic voice of American 
opinion swelled high above the miserable 
clamor of prejudice and selfishness that was 
oppored to us, and it was music to the heart of 
th:t heroic old man, for it told him that 
he had the blessing of sixty 
millions of American freemen when hestaked 
his fame and his life in endeavors to give 
peace and freedom to our distracted Irish 
land. You, in American, hold the fate of our 
cause in the hollow of your hands. That tre- 
mendous power of yours involves tre- 
mendous responsibility. Itis of supreme im- 
portance that our position should be made 
clear beyond the possibility of misrepresenta- 
tion, It would be cowardly and false on our 
part to forget that we have now 
friends as well as enemies in Eogland. There 
are a million anda halfof English working- 
men who have registered their votes in favor 
of an Irish parliament ou College Green. 
There is one great Ecglishmen who is worth 
another million and a half. We told Mr. 
Gladstone; we told all Englishmen, thatif they 
reached out an honest hand of friendship to 
Ireland they would not reach it ont in vain. 
We were perfectly frank with them. We 
told them candidly that to 
Evplish rule in Ireland we are and will for- 
ever remain irreconcilable,and that unless 
they can extermizate the last man of our race 
they will never have rest nor peace, until the 
bopes that have lived through seven centu- 
ricg sball have blossonied at last over our land, 
But we told them, also, that our quarrel with 
England was bounded by her rule within the 
four shores of Ireland. We told them that 
upon the day when the working millions of 
England. by their votes and of _ their 
own free will, hauled down the flag of Eag- 
lish domination in Ireland, the hatreds and 
passions which have raged for ages between 
the two countries would subside. We von- 
tured to promise that for you, as woll as for 
our people at home; and standing here in the 
presence of this great representative gather- 
ing of Irish-Americans who would be only too 
proud to shed their hearts’ blood in the cause 
of Ireland on the battle field, I am not afraid 
to repeat that promise in your name. 
If wo aro wrong in that 
we are wrong in everything, for it is the root 
aud eseence cf the movement that it is possi- 
ble to conciliate Ireland witbout injuring Eng: 
land. We bave promised for you, aad you 
beve promised for yourselves, The resola- 
tious of the convention are a message to all 
the world that peace and friendship were 
within the grasp of England if she had beon 
«es witke and bold as Mr, Gladstone; aye and 
thet peace and friendship are 
within ber grasp even yet, upon the day 
when she once more enthrones Mr. Gladstone 
in power and commissions him to cmeclude his 
treaty of peace with the Irish nation. But 
there our moderation must end. We are wil- 
hing togo any length to secure peace for our 
rorely enffering people—any length short of 
econrendering aspirations which are woven 
around the very beart and life of oar race; 
but there we draw theline. Beyond that line 
we sball never pass. A small majority of 
Englishmen bave decided to try once more the 
experiment of trampling Upon Irish feeling 
and ruling Ireland by brute force, They have 
diemigeed Mr. Gladstone and sent us Castle- 
resgh.

standé, and says, ‘Here, you must take this; it 
is the only money I have’—the condition is 
cbanged. For instance, say the government pays 
& man in this way a hundred thousand dollars 
in silver. He has no use for more than $50,000. 
He caunot ute more than that in his buginess 
or distribute itamong the people. He has the 
oiber $50,000 in his hands. He must do one 
of two things with it—buy property or put it 
on the market. If he buys property, the man 
he buys of does not want silver any more than 
he dces. He muat, therefore, pay more for his 
property in thet money. But itis most likely 
that he will put the money on the market. The 
public bas absorbed all it can, so there is no 
demand forsilver. It must goat a discount, 
say of five percent. Butitdon’t stop there. 
This discount runs through all the silver in 
circulation, and all thereis in the treasury. 
Wethen have a depreciated currency. So 
you see we cannot run the risk of this. The 
treasury must be the reservoir in which is 
heid all the money that cannot be absorbed by 
busixess and by the people. The natural con- 
dition of equality between moneys 
must be preserved, The cria- 
age of two million silver dollars 
per mouth was an unnatural condition made 
by statutory action. Tu balance this the 
treasury surplus had to be increased so as to 
provide forthat which could not be used. 
Even if there is no more silver than the people 
want, it takes time to distribute it, and it must 
be held in the treasury and let out to meet 
demands. It must be let out just as fast as 
the people will absorb it, no faster. 
The department had to wait be- 
fore making a large bond call 
until the condition of the treasury wa: sach 
as to allow a choice of money. Now, the re- 
ceipts of the government are large, Tae peo- 
ple are taking silver pretty well. The calls 
are by way of experiment. We will call as 
much aswe cau. Thus far the calls have 
amounted, since the first of July, to $37,000,- 
0cO, The probability is that the calls during 
the year will very far exceed the amount 
necesenary for the sinking fund. They will 
be made as often as the condition of 
the treasury will warrant. There 
is no fixed limit, and no one can tell three 
months ahead what can be done in the way of 
bond calls. Thetrouble with the Morrison 
resolution was, as was said in congress, that it 
made it obligatory to call justso much. Tais 
cannot be done. It is impossible to tell jast 
what the situation may be at any future time.” 


PLANS FOR A NEW CRUISER. 


A Vessel That ee to be the Fastest 
oat. 

WasHINGTON, August 20.—Plans to accom- 
pany the forthcoming advertisement for the 
new twin screw steel cruiser, technically 
knownin the navy department as number 
twenty-seven, have been pre . The 
original is a device of English architects, hav- 
ing been drawn for the Spanish governmnt, 
but no vessel has yet been constracted in ac- 
cordance with it, The proportions are such 
that the new vessel is expected to develop re- 
roarkable speed; and ifour engine makers do 
their work well as itis hoped they may, she 
will be the fastest cruiser afloat. The adver- 
tizements will be publisted within a few days, 
aud the ship is likely to be completed within 
about eighteen months. ~Her dimensions are 
to be: Jength (overall) 335 feet; beam, extreme, 
40 feet Sinches. Her draft will be 19 feet 8 
incher, and load displacement 4,413 tons. She 
is expected to attain a speed of 1? knots.

Lox pon, August 20.—In the house of com:

é<cided to sit for the latter. The speaker re- 
fused toreceive the motion, stating thata 
petition had been presented against giving 
‘Mr. Sexton a seat for West Belfast.

MONTGOMERY'S MAD ACT 


The Deliberate Coolness with Which He Procesded 
to Take His Own Life—A Pistol Shot Through 
His Heart-—The Rash Act Said to be Due 
to Trouble with His Sweetheart. 

Jensry, Walton Co,, Ga., August 20,—[Spe- 
cial. ]—This little village was yesterday thrown 
into a state of the wildest excitement by the 
announcement that Mr. Ernest L. Montgomery 
bad shot and killed himself, 

Meagre details were at once dispatched Tae 
CoNsTITUTION,which reported the dreadful oc- 
currence in its issue today. The full facts of the 
case were not then obtainable, but your corre- 
spondent has fully investigated the matter and 
presents below a fall account of the tragedy. 

Mr. Montgomery is @ young man twénaty 
years old, of good family. He hasbeen living 
with his brother-in-law, Mr. Crawford Pearce, 
in Crawford county, near Calloden, since last 
Christmas, working on his farm, Mr, Mont- 
gomery reached Social Circle Wednesday 
evening on the Georgia fast train, and came 
out here with Mr. I. C. Mobley, who was at 
Social Circle, with his buggy. Mr. Mobley 
says that he asked Montgomery to spend the 
night with him, but he preferred to go to 
Mr. T. M. Abercrombie’s, who is Montgom- 
ery’s uncle and guardian. He reached Mr. 
Abererombie’s about two o'clock yesterday 
morning, 

When Montgomery reached Mr. Abercrom- 
bie’s he knocked at the doorand was answered 
by Mr. J. A. McGarity, Mr. Abercrombie’s son- 
in-law, who lives in the house. Mr. Meo- 
Garity spoke to him in his usual good humor, 
inviting him into Mr. Abercrombie’s room. 
The latter awoke, expressed his pleasure at so 
unexpected a visit, and asked him to take a 
chair. Montgomery turned to McGarity and 
said: 

“T don’t want to sit down; Iam nearly dead 
for sleep; haven't slepS any in three or four 
nights.? 

McGarity then lead him up stairs to a bed 
room, directly over the dining room. 

HIs LAST WORDS, 

When they had reached the bed room Mont- 
gomery remarked: 

‘Cousin Joe, please don’t wake me in the 
morning.” 

Assuring him that his ws would be com- 
plied with, McGarity closed the door and weat 
to his own room, 

The family breakfasted about 6 o’clock 
in the morning, and while at the 
table they were startled by the repert of ‘a 
pistol. McGarity, thinking some of the ne- 

groes were doing some injudicious shooting, 


jumped from the table, ran to the front door 


and asked a negro boy where that shooting 
was. The negro replied that it sonnded like 
it was in the dining room. He then thonght 
of Earnest and went with all possible haste to 
his room. Upon opening the door he bekell 
the poor boy gasping for breath and the blood 
gushing from his mouth and nose, a silver 
plated pistol lying near his right hand. Me-

Dear Uncle Mell: Iam going to put myself to 
rest; and I want yeu to bury me where best, and 
put me away right.

THE CORONER’S INQUEST,

A Small Matter. 

The sons of the prince of Wales are very 
clever boys, and they are not duller than the 
average British nobleman. Under the cir- 
cumstances it is unnecessary cruelty to hold 
them to a very strict account tor such asmall 
matter as plagiarism. Tue boys wrote ‘‘The 
Cruise of the lbacchante,’”’ and to brighten 
up their pages, borrowed without credit a 
passage almost word for word, from Kings- 
ley’s *‘At Last.”’ 

In these days plagiarism serves a useful 
purpose. So few people read anything out- 
side of the literature of the hour that they 
onght to be grateful to the discriminating 
writers to steal good things wherever they 
God them and pass them off as their own. 
The plagiarist generally presents his readers 
with better stuff than he is capable of writ- 
ing, and nine tinres out of ten it is something 
that would have been missed by the readers 
of today. 

But no defense will avail the poor prince- 
lings. They have been caught, and that is 
the very sum and substance of plagiarism. 
But let the lads try again. The field of lit- 
erature is wide, and the chances are that they 
will be able to cull many a forgotten flower. 
Their next piece of patchwork may be her- 
alded as a book of startling originality. 
There isa fine opening in this age for the 
judicious literary thief. 


A Just Verdict. 

The conviction of the Chicago anarchists 
will be received with delight everywhere. 
The jurors were men of the right stamp. 
‘They were not to be intimidated by threats, 
mor mislead by maudlin sympathy. 

No good citizen will object to the penalty. 
Seven of the defendants, including Parsons, 
the editor of the Alarm, had the death pen- 
ality fixed in the verdict. One man, Neebe, 
gets off with imprisonment for fifteen years. 

From first to last it has been impossible 
to bring out one thing in justification or ex- 
tepuation of the crimes of these red-handed 
yuffans. Not satisfied with the privileges 
enjoyed by them in the freest country under 
the sun, they conspired to resist the law and 
overthrow our institetions. They 
their dynamite bombs and at the first oppor- 
imnity slaughtered the police without 
mency. They had everything in readiness 


prepared | 
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toburn and pillage the city and murder 
thore who were identified with the cause of 
law and order, 
‘It is well that retribution has overtaken 
the anarchists just at this time. The con- 
viction and the hanging of these men will 
have a good effect. It will restore confi- 
dence, and drive the vagrant outlaws back 
to honest work. After disposing of the 
motion for a new trial, the execution should 
be fixed at an early date. Then no falee 
sympathy must be allowed to interfere with 
the course of justice. Crausks and philan- 
thropists should be kept off. Silly women 
with floral tributes should be promptly 
squelched, The black shadow of the gallows 
should hang over the prisoners until their 
final hour. : 
There will be no organized attempt at a 
rerete or a revolt. The anarchists have no 
cause worth fighting for, and they will 
not risk their lives to save. their 
wretched leaders. ‘They will scatter and 
seek saféty in silence and obscurity. The 
hanging of these seven men will be a lesson 
that will not need a repetition in this gener- 
ation at least. It will be to all the world a 
declaration that in this land of liberty the 
law is suprenie!

Too Much Lynch Law. 

The New Orleans City Item makes the 
following remarkable statement: 

There has been on an average at least one lynch- 
ing party per day during the past yearin one part 
of the United Statesor another. Usually, a skiliful 
hand is employed to excuse the outrage in a one- 
sided dispatch to the press. The victim is shown 
to be an outlaw—either by reason of imputed 
crime, his poverty,low rank in life, or degradation 
of race, and then comes the recital of the brutal 
act of his taking off, glozed over as an act of just 
vengeance ofa virtuous and outraged people. 
The rest is silence. 

At first we felt disposed to dispute this es- 
timate, but a moment’s reflection convinced 
us that our contemporary was not far wrong. 
Undoubtedly, the victims of lynch law in 
this country during the past year, number 
several hundred. Our telegraphic columns 
report such outrages nearly every day, 

In old times it was said that lynchings 
were the result of the law’s delay and the 
failure of the courts to administer the law. 
No such excuse can now be pleaded. In ev- 
ery part of the country there is a disposition 
to enforce the law. Ourcourts were never 
more prompt, and we have everywhere a 
public opinion sustaining the officers of the 
law in the discharge of their duty. 

Under this state of affairs it is inexplica- 
ble that Judge Lyncheshould be allowed to 
defy the law and administer justice in his 
own rude way. 

The objections tolynchlaw do not need 
enumeration. Mob violence is impulsive, 
and therefore, unreasoning. It makes mis- 
takes. The innocent suffer as well as the 
guilty. Business becomes disorganized. 
Immigrants are kept away. Tl ublic morali- 
ty suffers. The authorities lose their heads 
and fail to do their duty. 

Recently we have had ataste of anarchy 
in one of the largest cities of the country. 
The people condemned it, and: the courts 
made short work of the ringleaders, Lynch 
law is one phase of anarchy and a very bad 
one. Wecannot condemn the Chicago an- 
archists and justify the other anarchists who 
are called lynchers. To be consistent we 
must be against them all. 

We have outgrown Jadge Lynch and have 
no use for him. Heisa barbarous incam- 
brance left over from the past. Hemay 
mean well at times, but he is to unreliable, 
too savage, toodangerous. Nor do we need 
apy law and gorder leagues, or vigilance 
committees, or committese of one hundred. 
[f we find our authorities inefficient at times, 
it isan easy matterin this country to change 
them,and place the right man in office. From 
every possible point of view, lawlessness in 
apy shape, and under any name, looms up 
as an evil and nothing but an evil. We 
have had too much of it, and it is the duty 
of all gocd:men to put it down and keep it 
down.

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The Oldest Inhabitant. 

The good people of Salem, Mass., are ina 
stateof mind. An aged colored man recent- 
ly made his appearance in the town, and 
electrified the community with the state- 
ment that he was three hundred years old. 

Now, there is no possible way to estimate 
the age of a very ancient colored citizen. It 
may be put at almost any figure, and there 
will be nothing in his appearance to throw 
apy light upon the question. The Salem 
phenomenon is remarkable in more ways 
than one. Hecan bend an iron bar three- 
quarters of an inch by striking it on his bare 
arm.* His ribs are movable, and can be 
shifted about at will. He also has two 
hearts, one on each side, and they can plain- 
ly be heard. 

Notwithstanding these peculiarities the 
Salemites were inclined to doubt the old 
man’s statement about his age, until he re- 
marked that the last time hg was in Salem 
he saw a man hung for witchcraft, the evi- 
dence against him being that he had made 
two tubs from one barrel. This was aclinch- 
er, and the venerable darky’s story is now 
generally believed. Whenever a doubter 
turns up he is invariably silenced by the 
question: ‘‘Ii this manis not three huadred 
years old, how could he have been here 
during our witchcraft excitement?’ Of 
course there is no getting around such an ar- 
gument,

The Mexican War Cloud. 

While Sedgwick is down in Mexico inves- 
tigating the Cutting case, we may as well 
inform ourselves concerning the possibili- 
ties. 

Congress has adjourned, and the mem- 
bers are at their homes. President Cleve- 
land is in the Adirondacks getting a breath 
of fresh air. Secretary Bayard holds the 
fortin Washington. If a warcloud arises 
it is presnmed the president would quickly 
call a special session of congress, for that 
body alone has power to raise armies and 
declare war. There wonld be asudden 
rush in the direction of Washington. If it 
becomes necessary to call congress together, 
that body cannot assemble and get ready 
for business within two or three weeks. 
When the late war started, congress could 
not be gotten together under ten wecks, but 


that was because California and Ovegon | 


were not pierced by railroads, and from one 
to three months was required for a trip 
from those states to Washington. 

The only chance for immediate war is a 
porsible invasion of Texas bythe Mexicans. 
If that should oceur, the invasion would be 
repelied without delay. The state of 
Texas would have authority to go that 
far. 

When the last war with Mexico was 


started, congress was in session, and did not 
have to be called together. 

Of course if matters were to assume a 
warlike aspect, the federal troops already 
enlisted, the cannon, the war vessels, etc,, 
could he put in motion toward Mexico, and 
while our regulars were proceeding toward 
the greaser republic our congressmen would 
be scurrying toward Washington. 

Meantime the sky is clear, and all is 
peace. Let us patiently await the return 
of Sedgwick, for he will probably be able to 
tell us all about it when he gets back. He 
will, at least, be able to satisfy Mr. 
Bayard, and that may result in some- 
thing. 


JAY GOULD has decided to use pneumatic 
tubes throughout New York city, for trans- 
mitting messagés, instead of the wires now 
used by the Western Union telegraph compa- 
ny. For nearly a year the Western Union 
company has beén quietly experimenting with 
patents procured by Mr. A. Brotherhood for 
the use of pneumatic tubes in transmitting 
messages. The experiments have proven that 
there are many advantagesin the new ssheme. 


- The tubes will cost forty per cent less than 


wires for maintenance. Another saving will 
be effected in substituting clerks for telegraph 
operators. Clerks can be employed from thir- 
ty to forty dollars a month, while telegraph 
operators require forty to seventy-five dollars 
amonth. The clerks will be required to re- 
ceive dispatches, enter them in a 
book and forward them to the 
main office by placing them in 


the tube and touching an electrical button, | 


The wear and tear of wires has been a great 
expense to telegraph companies, and the fre- 
quent interruptions in down-town sections has 
been a serious embarrassment. Pneumatic 
tubes have been used between the newspaper 
offices and the Western Union offices for ten 
years, ana are stillin perfect order, Daring 
all that time there has not been a moment’s 
interruption, nor a cent’s cost for mainten- 
ance, The pneumatic tubes will be able to 
convey autographie messages instantly to all 
parts of the city, and also to Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, and other outlying towns of importance. 
Where the distance is too great to admit of 
prompt acting of one tube, there will be relay 
stations, at which messages will be transferred 
to other tubes, with a new supply of air pres- 
sure-

Jones took for text II Peter, I, 5, 6 
and 7 verses. His theme was character building. 
He placed the foundation of character upon the 
afiections. What I hate or love makes my char- 
acter. He insisted that the conscience, not the 
law is the standard of living. To build character 
we will place first faith asthe great foundation,

Ot this kind is the feeling of giddiness which 
some people have when, beirg on a train at rest, 
avothertrain slowly passing deceives them into the 
idea that it is their own train which had begun to 
move. The giddiness occurs at the moment when 
jw toy and true sensations become confused to- 

ether. 

In the case of the near-sighted, the internal 
muscles of the eye ofien being unduly strained in 
their effort to converge the eye sufficiently for the 
sight of near objects, suddenly givo way, when 
the eyeballs turn out and the letters run into each 
other. This is accompanied by a feeling of gid- 
diness, apecene, headache an@ sometimes nausea. 

A third form connects itself with some slight 
disorder of the stomach, and occurs most often 
when the stomach is empty. There is a sudden 
swimming in the head, objects seems to revolve, 
and the person totters and perhaps falls.

MR. HAAS AROSE AMID APPLAUSE. 

I saw, he said, a call made for the benefit of At-

In respente to repeated calls Mr. W. A. 
Hemphill addressed the meeting. He said 
he could testify to the truth of what Mr. Van 
Winkle had said. A few years ago he was the 
owner of a paper mill, not knowing anything 
about the manufacture of paper. Today he 
was ten thousand dollars worse off in conse- 
quence. He was glad that a manufacturers’ 
association was about to be organized. He 
believed that it would be a success. 

1 am in favor, be continued, of establishing a 
fund fcr the assistance of needy manufacturers in 
Atlanta. (Applause.) I am ready to contribute to 
it.

Of course the figures for the city are 
much more interesting, as their probable size 
bad been the subject of so much speculation. 
The returns of city property for the year 1886, 
which means the value given in te the tax 
receiver bythe owners of the property, are 
$28,271,315, against $28,264,955 for 1885, thus 
showing a decrease inthe value of all city 
property of $3.600, But, contrary to the ex- 
pectation ofmany the real estate valuation 
for the city showsa large increase. In 1885 
the total real estate in the city was returned 
at. $18 946 235; this yearit is $19,583,445, an 
increase Of $637,210 over the last year. The 
decrease in total city property of $3,600 there- 
fore indicates that returns of personal proper- 
ty have fallen off $640,510. It will thus be 
seen that the large decrease in psrsonali- 
ty has been almost counterbalanced by the ia- 
crease in the value of real estate within the 
city limits. How does this big fallen off in re- 
turns of personal property occur? 

It is estimated by those who have the best 
opportunities of knowing that it is due almost 
entirely to the withdrawal of money from the 
whisky business: that the great 
buik of the decrease in personal 
property is accounted for by the fact that the 
whisky dealers closed ont their stocks and 
collected theit debts preparatory to the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. 

For instance, one wholesale whisky house 
Jast year returned $410,000 of money and sol- 
vent debts and $30,000 of stock, making a 
total of $70,000. The same firm this year 
gave in $10,000 of money and solvent debts 
and $10,000 of stock. There is $50 000 de- 
crease for one firm caused by its going out of 
the whisky business. Another wholesale 
whisky house which gave in a total return of 
$60,060 last year returns only $15,090 this 


year, Still another returns $15,000 this 
year against 330,000 last year. These 
three concerns alone, therefore, 


represent a falling off in personal valuation 
of $110,000, or more than one sixth of the 
total decrease in the valuation of personal 
property. oe 

Another big item is found*in the loss on 
barreom fixtures and furniture, as well as bar- 
‘room stock. itis estimated that the average 
value of barroom furniture and fixtures im 
Atlanta was $500 for each place, Some of the 
finest establishments represented an expendi- 
ture of $5,000 ea_h, and brought up the aver- 


age of the plainer drinking places. Putting 
the average at $500, the 125 barrooms 
represented $62,500, As very little 


of this property was returned for taxation 
this year, because it had largely been disposed 
of, and what was left was of comparatively 
little value, in anticipation of prohibition, an- 
other big part of the decrease in personal 
values is accounted for. 

A city official said yesterday that one reason 
for the smaller returns. of personal property 
lay in the fact that the cry of hard times 
throughout the country, a3 well as in Atlanta, 
had induced in many a depressed feeling 
which honestly under valued property. 

It is gratifying to the officials to see the 
large increase of real estate valuation in spite 
of the contracted currency and the tightness 
of the money market. The real estate tizares 
for Atlanta are the most surprising feature of 
the tax receiver’s digest. 

One other remarkable fact brought out by 
the digest is the number of 

DELINQUENT POLLS 
in the city and county. Under the intense 
excitement of the prohibition campaign and 
the industrious efforts made by both parties to 
bring out every voter, about "9,000 voters were 
registered, 8,000: of whom hved in.the city. 
Now, on a voluntary return of poll tax, only 
4,721 men came up, Only about half the voters 
of the county have returned their “manhood 
tax.” Tho election of county officers next 
Janualy will bring up many of thedelinguents 
and others will be induced to pay by olticial 
visitation, but it is proabble that a large per 
cent of those who owe the county one dollar 
for its school fund tor the year 1886 will never 


pay. 

The Fulton county tax digest for the year 
1S*6 will be the subject of very general com- 
ment here and elsewhere.

After the oflicers made the arrest they 
found in the room of her father several dem- 
jjohns, botties and flasks partly filled with 
whisky, gin, brandy and wine, This circum 
siance established the belief that Lucy’s 
room was the vestibule of a ‘blind tizer,” 

The old man explained that he had the 
liquore for his own use and that he ac juired 
such a variety by reason of the kindness of 
different parties whom he had assisted in 
moving whe gave him the “odds and ends’ of 
their stocksof sneh tonics.

TEACHERS IN THE TRACES, 


What was Said and Done Yesterday at the 
Institute, 


The session of the Teachers’ inatitute on yes- 
terday wes as successful asthe preceding ones 
have been. 

Mr. Bradley was prevented by sickness from 
filling bis part of the programme. Professor 
Chappell’s lecture, however, was of the deep. 
est interest. It was upon the subject ‘the 
Ephemeral ard the Perennial in Literature.” 
It consisted of the defense of the classic litera- 
ture, The classics have stood the battles of all 
time. Almost lost in the ignorance of the dark 
ages, assailed with the utmost vigor by the 
schoolmen of the middle ages, and at last as- 
saulted within the last twenty years by the so- 
called “practical men,’’ they still survive, the 
deepest end most beautiful literature of man. 

rs. Mallon gave her lecture on reading. 

Major Slaton exhibited methods of teaching 
fractions. 

Superintendent Baker gave examples of 
doubtful points in grammar. 

Professor Caldwell gave aa excellent lecture 
on surds, to borrow an expression from the 
lecturer. Theinterest of those who heard 
him was as great as the number ordinarily in- 
terested in mathematics is small. Proféssor 
Caldwell will on Monday take up the subject 
of geometry. 

Dr. Groff delivered a very interesting lect- 
ure on “Modes of Teaching Physiology.” He 
advocated teaching by lectures, 

Dr. Orr madea telling speech on national 
aid. Heshowed that it was necessary owing 
to the Jack of means among the whole popala- 
tion in the south; that itis asmall part ofa 
debt owed to the south by the whole nation:

GEORGIA TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


What Was Discussed in Yesterday’s Ses- 
sion, 


The association assembled at five o’clock 
forthe discussion of the merit and demerit 
system of markingin recitations and deport- 
ment, 

Mr. Caldweli—While boys do not care for 
demerits, yet with girls they serve the same 
purpose as severe punishment does on a 
boy. f 

1 believe,on the whole, the use of disorder 
marks is good, but I am not positive about 
merit marks unless they be very judiciously 
given. But praise and encouragement occas- 
ionally given accomplish much, and will do 
more good at times than punishment. My 
position isas applicable to recitations as de- 
portment. 

Mrs. Stewart: Idonot now use the ordi- 
nary marking system, as practiced in most of 
the schools. I usethe school aid system and 


bave found tnat, although it has its imperfec- 
tions, it works very well, indeed, in my school. 


It stimulates ambition and relieves the teach- 
er of the burden of keeping a class bcok rec- 
ord. It 1s only the daily standing of each child 
and does not do away with the monthly ex- 
aminations. Italso encourages self control. 
Govern yourself first, is the secret of manag- 
ing children. The moral atmosphere of the 
school is the most powerful influence in dis- 
ciplining. A teacher shonld_be gentléjand pa- 
tient, but very positive, I never threaten but 
punish then and there. In teaching girls, I 
do not have need of severe punishment, 

Mises Bunnie Love—When I taught in the 
public echools I was forced to comply with the 
eystem of marking. But I always felt that I 
was constantly doing the pupils an injustice. 
In my own private school, I do not mark the 
pupils. I am opposed to the self-reporting 
system for I believe itenconrages lying and 
theft—it prepares boys for the penitentiary. 

Professsor McKennie—The power to control 
children depends uponthe man or woman, I 
thinkin regard to boys, that Solomon was 
about right. The moral element of a bay’s 
nature is 80 thin, so transparent that there is 
but little between himand evil. The chas- 
tisement of a boy after he is fifteen or sixteen 
years old may thrash labor from his body, but 
not intellectual development from his mind. 

Mr. Lambdiu—One reason why the marking 
systcm is notentirely satisfactory is mime- 
tenths of parents. nevor examine the. pupil’s 
card, and hence have no idea of his standing. 
I try to mark as accurately as possible, but 
never give toa pupil more than he deserves. 

Mr. Baker: In regard to the merit system 
three things that are followed: 

i. Givipg meritand demerit without making 
note of if. 

2. Giving merits and demerits ang] keepan ac- 
count ofeach. 

3. The relf- reporting system, 

I think we should keep a record of a child’s 
standing. ‘There isadoubtin my mind in re- 
gard to the teacher's marking for deportment. 
I bel‘eve*in the self-reporting system, on the 
ground that itencourages a high sense of 
honor. Ifateacher is morally too weak to 
kecp the children from telling falsehoods, he 
should resign. I commend the self-reporting 
system. :

HAAS HIPPODROMING. 


HE RETURNS TOeSAVANNAH AND 
BECOMES A HRERO--IN HIS MIND. 


President Proudfit Tekes a Hend in the Snide Gime 
Savannah is Playing, ard Gays They Must Pley 
Ball —~ What the Atlanta Directors ere 
Doing - Savannah Will Not Return 


The Savannah baseball club and msanaziag 
director, Isaac Heas, have gone home, and 
still the Atlanta baseball club has not dis- 
banded. 

The situation is about the same as it was 
cay before yesterday. 

Several efforts were made yesterday to in: 
duce the good people of Savannah to have 
their club return to Atlanta and fulfilla con- 
tract to which every rale ef baseball! and hon- 
esty binds them, but the indications are that 
theclub will not return. Early yesterday 
morning Mr. Brown, secretary of the South- 
ern league, received a telegram from Presi- 
dent Proudfit saying that he had appointed 
Mr. Whitlock an umpire because of his per- 
sonal knowledge of that gentleman’s char- 
acter and ability and not because 
ofany recommendation, because nous was 
made. In the telegram the presi ent express 
ed great surprise at the conduct of theSivan 
nat directors, and said thatthey would have 
to i theseries under Whitlock or not 
at all. 

This is plain and positive talk. 

Later in the dsy, President Proudfit sent a 
message to Savannah, stating that he was sur- 
prised at their conduct, and notifying them of 
the mwanrer in which he had appointed Mr. 
Whitlock. He also informed them that if 
they would return to Atlanta and complete 
the eeries he would order Whitlock to Mem- 
pbis and send Merritt to Atlanta. Of course 
it is pot known what answer 
the Savannah people have made or 
will make, brt it is generally conceded that 
they will notcome to Atlanta, because they 
know that their club cannot compete with the 
champions, 

Throughout the day the situation was dis- 
cuesed, and on every hand an anxiety to know 
the situation was manifested. On one thiag 
the entire city agreed, and that was that the 
Savannahs had acted in bad faith with Atlanta, 
and that they had robbed the champion c!lab 
of $3,000. Everybody, nearly, was satisfied 
that McQuade had been induced to leave by 
the Savannah people. During the day a Con- 
STITUTION reporter met a. gentleman well 
ported in baseball matters, who remarked: 

“T can explain the whole matter.” 

“Do so?’’ 

“Well, it is jast this: There isa big sport- 
ing element in Savannah, and they control 
that club. Before the elab lefé home on their 
last trip it was quite successful in winning 
gamce. This caused a good many bets, and 
when the team came to Atlanta there was fuily 
$8,000 to $10,000 up on the series. The first 
day’s game showed them conclusively that 
they could not win the msjority of the games, 
= they were bound to lose their bets.’ 

‘Well? 

“Well, the next morning Haas received a 
telegram, so I am informed, telling him to 
bring the team home; that they had rather 
lose a forfeit of $500 on each game and the 
franchise than to lose the $8,000 to $10,000 that 

Pp. : 

“Where did you hear this?” 

“T got it froma reliable source and I be- 
lieve it is true.”’ 

The inability ofthe teams to complete the 
series caused by the Savannahs deserting has 
caused great regret, but the entire league, ex- 
cept Savannak and Charleston and possibly 
Macon sustains Atlanta. Charleston of course 
sides with Savannah, but that is perfectly 
natural as it is generally believed that the 
two clubs are operated by the same parties. 
The Charleston News is especially warm over 
the matter and denouncesthe champions and 
Atlanta in the bitterest terms. It says: 

That the forest city people have refused to be 
swindled by the Atlanta biackguards will surprise 
nobody. lt was known that Savannah, warned 
by the fate of Charleston, had distinctly an- 
nounced that its team shoulda not be allowed to 
play in Atlanta unless the games were umpired by 
a Jesgue anpire. me 

President Prondfit, who seems to be in the pay of 
Atlanta, upon this aunnouncemeut at once ordered 
McQuade to report for duty at the gate city. Me- 
QQuede seemstobe a cowardly and incompetent 
wietch. When Wednesday's game was calied he 
wes misdng. 

in Charleston we arein the dark, as the only 
souree of information we have here comes from 
THE ATL4¢NTa CONSTITUTION, Which is under the 
control of Purcel!, and, of course, unreliable. It 
was thought, ther: fore, that Savannah, despitethe 
fact that her team was backed in Atlanta by thres 
bundred Savannahians, was about to submit to the 
inevitable and allow herself to be robbed of four 


ames. 
. That Atlanta won the game cn Wednesday was a 
foregone conclution. That Atlanta wiil win all 
the remaining games from Savannah is equally 
certain, unless the Atlanta club decides that it 
will pay them better to play honest ball for one 
game £0 as not to disgust the public, as they did 
with the Charleston games, and so lessen their gate 
money. Neyertheiess, Wednesday's game was 
stolen from Savannah. 

And thisisthe story of the theft. The special 
dispatch to the News and Courier, which came too 
late for publication and which was. doubtless in- 
spired by Purcell, who seems to haye absolute con- 
trol of the conscience of the newspaper fraternity, 
is as follows: 

“The greatest game ever played on Atlanta 
grounds was played here today between At- 
lanta and Savannah. Three thousand were 
present, notwithstanding the lowering clouds 
and threatened thunder.storm, which kept hun- 
dreds away. A large crowd was present from Sa- 
vanneh, also delegations from all parts of the 
state. President Proudfit ordered McQuade toumpire 
the game, and he was hereon time today, ming- 
ling with the players allthe morning at the Kim- 
ball. At the grounds, however, he failed to show 
up, and no cne can account for his sudden depart- 
ure, nor is his whereabouts known. Savannah 
arked that Gunson, of the Atlantas, should umpire 
and expressed herself tonight as fully satisfied 
with his impartiality, but thinks McQuade’s ab- 
sence more than pasting strange. [ach side 
charges the other with having spirited him away.’’ 

This story comes from THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TIO’ oflice, of which Purcell is the dictator. 

The special which the News says was dic- 
tated by Purcell is true in every particular, as 
even the Savannah people will admit, and a; 
every one of the hundreds on the ground dur- 
ing the game will testify. Messrs. Haas and 
Martin, the Savannah directors, both stated 
distinctly to a CONSTITUTION representative 
before they left that it was at their request 
that Gupson umpired the first game. This is 
the only pointin the above belenvass which 
can possibly be questioned, and the statement 
of the Savannah directors settles this 

Hewever, it may be well toadd here that 
the News aud Courier can ia fatare look to 
other sources for its baseball reports from At- 
lunts: In the past it has been given duily re- 
ports ofihe games by courtesy of Tar Cox.
